Kagoshima, Japan, Jan, 17.—Two 


farther eruptions of 
the 
volcano 


Sakura-Jima accompanied by a se- 
vere earthquake occurred late last 
night causing the collapse of many 
more buildings. Numbers of the in- 
habitants of Kagoshima who had re- 
turned fled again in terror from the 
city. Ashes are falling thickly to- 
day. 


The sun looked like a ball of blood 


over Kagoshima today, but it gave no 
light and the darkness was s>ucli that 
night signals had to be employed on 
the railroads. The flying dust was 
so thick that the few pedestrians on 
the street making their way to the 
outskirts of the city had to 
cover 


their mouths and noses with towels 
and handkerchiefs to prevent suffo- 
cation. 


Wooster, O., Jan. 17.—Sending a 


few hours in this city,' the writer 
took occasion to stroll through the 
principal business streets, and was 
greatly impressed with the beauty of 
the new government building located 
near the public square. It is surely 
an ornament and a credit to the city. 
No citizen talks of it unless he praises 
Hon. 
William A. Ashbrook for 
his 


great work in securing it. It is for 
this reason a very general regret is 
expressed in the change of congres- 
sional lines which removes Wayne 
county from his district. They were 
in hopees they would nave an oppor- 
tunity of manifesting their very high 
regard for him ,by his re-elecuon to 
Congress next fall. 


One fine.old gentleman voiced 
a 


progressive idea when he saia: "One 
of the .most expensive luxuries this 
country indulges in is the change of 
members in Congress every two or 
four years." 
He satd: 
"Take Mr. 


A&hbrook, for instance. 
He did not 


accomplish much during his first or 
second term, but he secured that 
magnificent 
building for us in his 


third term, and I miss my guess if he 
does not do the same thing for one or 
two cities in his new district before 
he leaves Congress, if they are wise 
enough to send him back next fall of 
which we have no doubt" 
This 


gentleman further said: "It costs the 
country many thousands of dollars to 
give a member of Congress the train- 


ing-sufficient 
to secure important 


legislation of a local character, 
and 


it is rare, very rare, that new mem- 
bers secure committee assignments of 
an influential character. Such a case 
can be sighted now. The only com- 
lutttees announced at the opening 
session of congress last- year were 
the committee on Mrays and .Means, 
and the committee on Enrolled Bills, 
of which Mr. Underwood is chairman 
of the former and Mr Ashbrook of 
the latter. The fact that a man is 
elected three, four or five terms is 
always regarded as a man of com- 
manding ability, 
and that explains 


the presence of the government build- 
ing m this city." There was no con- 
troverting this statement. 
At least 


we did not attempt it. 


Another class of citizens of Woos- 


ter and Wayne county who regret the 
change is the old soldier. No mem- 
ber of Congress ever looked after the 
Interests of the old soldier more 
faithfully than Mr. Ashbrook.

Bakura-Jima, may oe much larger 
than had been supposed, is given in 
a report received here today from 
an official of the interior 
depart- 


ment who was sent to Ka-goshima 
and its vicinity to investigate. 
He 


reports that 
9,00'0 out of Sakura's 


estimated population of 19.000 had 
been accounted for up to the even- 
ing of the sixteenth. 


Other refugees, it is expected will 


be found in other directions but the 
loss of life evidently was extremely 
. jheavy. Measures for the relief of 
' the sufferers from famine in the 
north and eruptions in the south are 
rapidly assuming shape now that the 
extent of the destruction is more 
•definitely known. 


A relief association, national 
in 


scope, has been organized here and 
has issued the following appeal for 
help. 
"Heaven has brought us disaster 


one after another. While the suff- 
ering from famine in the northeast 
has not yet been relieved another 
has occurred in Kiushiu. 


"The northeast poorly favored br 


nature, sustained many afflictions in 
the past and is becoming impover- 
ished. It is now suffering a great 
famine and its people are 
eating 


only wild fruits and herbs to stay 
their hunger. 
Snow covers the 


land, adding to the suffering. 


"We were planning to relieve this 


distress when news came of the erup- 
tion in the south, with people buried 
In lara or so whorcHed with fiery 
ashes that they had no time to save 
their nearest relatives. N~o greater 
calamity can be imagined." 


The statement ended with an ap- 
peal to sympathizers for donations.
